INAJFEW DAYS 

Nr Earllngton. Will Come From 
Slaughtersvllle Lake— Good 
Like Our Own. 



RIVER WATER WILL ONLY BE 

HANDLED FOR A PEW DAYS. 



Dam Will Be Railed— Aany Thous- 
and Fuh Rescued From P00I1. 



Eurlmgton will be supplied id 
her city water system with pare 
water such as we have been ac- 
customed to get from Locb Mary 
within a few days. 

The drouth has been to long 
sustained and severe that our 
own water supply in Loch Mary 
has been depleted to the danger 
point and beyond, while the 
owners of the lake have held out 
the helping band to the Louis- 
ville and Nashville system and 
and have watered th« locomotive! 
of this big road, hoping that any 
day might bring an end to the 
drouth with welcome rains. But 
this hope is yet different and we 
are yet dry. 60 that for some 
days past the L. A N. has been 
handling water for its own use 
from Guthrie first and them from 
Henderson. And now Earling- 
ton has to get relief in the same 
way and the L. A N. water 
wagon brings the town and 
mines their water supply on 
weeels. And it comes from the 
low Ohio river temporarly. The 
L. & N. are now not taking wa- 
ter for any passenger trains at 
at Karlington except the inter- 
urban. 

Willard Cavaneea has been 
at work for several days putting 
into operation a plan he devised 
for pumping water from the tank 
cars direct into the city mains. 
The pump and boiler are station- 
ed on Railroad street near the 
poetoffice and from there the city 
will be supplied. The coke oven 
•apply, for washing slack, is still 
being used over and over, ae for 
jum*) weeks past. 

ttopt. Logsdou,of the L. * N. 
has perfected plans whereby wa- 
ter will be hauled from Slang h 
tersville to Karlington within 
the next few days. This is pure 
water from the big L. 4k K. re 
•ervoir there* which now contain* 
a»ore than 4W,O0«,O00 gallons 
The supply there was not much 
depleted by the drouth and there 
have beeu fine rains recently in 
the Siaughtereville country. 

Mr. J no. B. Atkinson, peesi 
deut of the St. Bernard Mining 
Co., said yesterday that he ex- 
pected before k»ug to raise the 
dam at Loch Mary so that the 
total capacity of the lake would 
he greatly iucreased. 

There is still enough water in 
Loch Mary to swim the fish but

HO SPECIAL SESSION 

UNLESS EMERGENCY ARISES 



Governor Putt at Rut Rumors Concerning 
the Cellini of an Extra 



Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 12.— Gov. 
Willson tonight put at rest all 
rumors concerning the calling of 
an extra session of the Legisla- 
ture, coming out in a positive 
statement that he would not con- 
vene that body except io the 
event of pressing emergency. 
He said : 

"I will not call the General 
Assembly together to consider 
the county unit bill, nor any sub- 
ject of legislation generally con- 
sidered at regular cessions, but 
only for emergency matters. If 
any emetgeney, provided the 
power to call special sessions is 
giveu, should arise making a 
special session necessary, I will 
then decide what subjects, if auy 
shall be considered besides the 
emergency subjects." 

It is believed that the Gover- 
nor's declaration wae prompted 
by the publication of an article 
which indicated that petitions 
were being drafted calling upon 
the executive to call the Legis- 
lature for the purpose of passing 
the county unit bill, and that it ' 
is his desire to spare prospective 
petitioners this trouble. The 
Governor eaid further tonight 
that be did not consider the 
couuty unit bill an emergency 
matter, but oue of the character 
that is usually and properly con- 
sidered by the regular session.

The Washington Post, report- 
ing the proceedings of the South- 
ern Commercial Congress, which 
was held at Washington last 
week has this to say about the 
permanent organization of that 
body and certain important sub- 
jects covered by resolutions : 

"A constitution and bylaw? 
were adopted, and officers elect- 
ed, John M. Parker, of New 
Orleanes, being chosen presi 
dent. 

The constitution provides for 
an active and an honorary mem- 
bership, the President of the 
United States, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, the Speaker of the House 
ot Representatives, and the 
State vice-presidents of the or- 
ganizations being in the latter 
class. 

Among the resolutions adopt- 
ed, one of the most important was 
that in regard to needed railroad 
extension iD the South. 

Heed of Railroad*. 

The resolution was as follows : 
"Railroad constructtion has 
been extensive, but the rapid 
commercial growth of the South 
requires an enormous increase 
in its railroad facilities to trans- 
port to market its many and va- 
ried products. 

The construction of suck ade- 
quate facilities can be accom- 
plished only by assuring the 
holders of capital that such en- 
terprise will be safeguarded by 
conservative and constructive 
legislation, and we urge upon 
our Southern legislators the 
wisdom of such policoy and con- 
demn any legislation leading to 
the contrary. 

"We favor a spirit of co-opera- 
tion between the people and rail- 
roads and other corporate inter- 
cuts, to the end that the required 
confidence of investors may be 
established lu the securities of 
the corporation if the South." 

Ooalaraa for Watorwayi. 

Another resolution adopted 
urged upon Congress "immediate 
action for the practical develop- 
ment and improvement of our 
inland waterways and harbors 
upon a broad and comprehensive 
plan:" 

The establishment of the pro- 
posed Appalachian and White 
Mountain national forest reserve 
was declared iu another resolu- 
tion to be "of paramount impor- 
tance to the nation." Vice- 
President Ruge was instructed 
to head a delegation to call upon 
Congress today to urge the im 
mediate passage of such legisla 
tion. 

Other resolutions favored good 
roads, a larger merchant marine, 
and comprehensive revision of 
the "obsolete regulations and 
laws govering our merchant ma- 
rine," conservation of our na- 
tional resources, "adequate de- 
velopment of Southern water- 
ways aud harbors" further ex- 
tension of industrial training in 
the public schools, the establish- 
ment generally of industrial 
and agricultural schools and the 
systematic study of (public affairs 
by commercial bodies as well as 
by individual citizens.

Hopkinsville, Ky., Dec. 15. — 
In open revolt against the Plant- 
ers' Protective Association, a 
large number of Christian 
County farmers, mainly from the 
northern portion, met at the 
court-house here yesterday after- 
noon and organized the Farmers' 
Mutual Tobacco Association with 
a view to operating here under 
the loose sale system. The court- 
house was crowded with people, 
many standing in the aisles, 
when the meeting was called to 
order. Squire B. F. Fuller was 
Chairman and Ben Wood, Secre 
tary. 

Former Sheriff Davis intro- 
duced the resolutions. Ex-Con- 
gressman John D. Clardy op- 
posed the adoption of the reso- 
lutions. Some of the clauses 
were good, he said, but the farm 
ers should lay their grievances 
before the officials of the Asso- 
ciation and seek an adjustment 
of differences. The hope of the 
farmers lay in the maintenance 
of one organization, presenting 
one seller to the one buyer. He 
praised the association for having 
secured reasonable prices for to 
bacco and deprecated the effort 
to form a new society. Hon 
John Feland advocated loose 
sales, and advised the farmers to 
sell their tobacco without regard 
to association and asserted that 
the Crecelius bill was unconsti- 
tutional. He pictured the want 
and beggary of farmers under 
the association's regime. Benton 
Brown, postmaster at Crofton, 
aud Seth Myers spoke in favor 
of the resolutions, which were 
adopted as follows without a dis- 
senting vote ; 

"We, »he farmera^f Christian 
County, Ky., in mass-meeting 
assembled, hereby bind ourselves 
together into an association for 
our mutual welfare. We have 
found it necessary to form this 
organization because the welfare 
of the individual farmer was not 
considered of any cousequence 
by the Dark Tobacco Protective 
ABBicatiou, and the appeals 
which have been sent to the 
highly-paid officers of that or- 
ganization, which rested upon 
the sufferings of our families and 
our children, were unheeded by 
Mr. Ewing and the Executive 
Committee of the association, 

"In the first instance, wc be- 
lieve that the farmer has a right 
to discuss his welfare and his in 
terest without Night Riders 
prowliug around to threaten aud 
intimidate, because the farmer 
simply wishes to control or at 
least have a voice in the man- 
agement of bis own tobacco crop ; 
and it is hereby resolved, 

"That the Chairman of this 
meeting is instructed to appoint 
a committee of three farmers to 
have prepared the necessary 
pledges, to be signed by all who 
wish to join our organization, 
which is to be operated aud con- 
ducted under the loose sale sys- 
tem, and said committee is 
authorized and empowered to 
make such arrangements as are 
necessary for the opeuiug up of 
a loose sale iu the City of Hop 
kinsyille, Ky., and at such other 
places in Christian County as 
they might wish, and if the peo- 
ple of Hopkinsville are afraid to 
engage in legitimate business 
and lo stand by the farmers in 
their need and refuse to opeu 
up a loose sale iu their city, wbv 



then, said committee is in- 
structed to make necessary ar- 
rangements for the sale of said 
tobacco at Paducah, or Louis- 
ville, or such other places as may 
be accessible. 

"Be it further resolved, That 
we are men, and we propose to 
attend to our own business and 
in our meetings in Christian 
County we do not propose or in- 
tend to submit to any further in- 
terference from these high-sala- 
ried people' who are speaking for 
their salaries and their graft and 
not on account of any love they 
entertain for the farmers who 
recognize the fact that they are 
picking your pocket while they 
are smiling in your face. 

"Resolved, further, That we 
call upon the Planter's Protect- 
ive Association for the distribu- 
tion of the $57,000 in cash they 
now have on hand a part of which 
belongs to us. 

"Resolved, further, That we 
petition Mr. Ewing to explain 
fully the relationship of the 
farmers' organization and of the 
incorporation, and also Che 
amount of money each has on 
hand. 

Resolved, further, That while 
this organization is for our mu- 
tual welfare and proctection, yet 
we recognize the fact that other 
people besides the farmers have 
rights of citizenship, and before 
man we here state that we wish 
merely to receive what is right 
and proper for our crops, and 
before we will born and murder 
and assassinate we think it prop- 
er to qnit the raising of tobacco. 

Resolved, further, That the 
name of this association shall be 
the Farmers' Mutual Tobocco 
Association, and its officers shall 
consist of a President, Vice- 
President and a Secretary and 
Treasurer, which last named 
office shall be occupied by some 
banker undor bond, and none of 
whom shall receive any salary 
for their services. 

"Resolved, further, That other 
counties of this tobacco district 
shall be invited to co operate 
with ub, but it Bhall be under- 
stood that each connty shall con- 
stitute a unit and the farmers of 
one connty cannot control the 
operations of another county, 
except the primary object shall 
be the mutual betterment of the 
tonditions of farm life.'!

Overproduction in Cesl. 

{Chioio Eveniss Poll.) 

The failure of cold weather to 
make any appreciable change in 
the coal situation ha8 forced 
home the conclusion that another 
rauae than protracted spells of 
mild weather has been responsi- 
ble for weakness in both the bi- 
tuminous and anthracite mar 
kets, the former evidenced in 
low quotations and the latter in 
■hading. 

Overproduction is one of the 
mobt conspicuous agents making 
for unsatisfactory conditions, 
and the opinion is expressed that 
in former years the strength of 
the coal market was due largely 
to the annual shortage. Inability 
to ship acted as a check on pro- 
duction. With this counter 
agent removed, the operntors 
have been putting out more coal 
than the market would stind up 
under. 

Vast as are the coal consump- 
tive powers of this country, the 
combined mine capacity is de- 
clared much larger. The shafts 
of IddiaDa and Illinois alone, it 
is held, would be sufficient to 
supply the normal demands of 
all the western market. With 
the addition of the eastern pro- 
-duct, weakness resulted. 

Of eourse there has been and 
still is a national tendency to 
ward economy. Even in the ag- 
ricultural sections, where the 
' business reversal of past months 
was little more than hearsay, 
inclination is to make one stove 
glow where two radiated heat 
•before. 

Plenty of coal is being con- 
sumed in Ohicago, and in other 
eities the demand is good. The 
iat building acts as a means of 
regulating trade. It now cuts a 
pretty big figure, and as a gen- 
eral principle about so much coal 
is burned every year. Certainly 
this wiuter is not much below 
average for the flat building 
trade. 

The steam trade is not where 
it gaudily is at this time and that 
has borne part of the blame foi 
conditions of weakness. Then in 
turn it was thought that the 
small dealers, who oversupplied 
last winter, were taking a differ 
ent course now. 

Everything considered, the 
small dealer seems to be replen- 
ishing his bins aHout as prompt- 
ly as ha ever does. The con- 
sumption of coal in the aggre- 
gate is not so much below form- 
er years. The striking difference 
lies in the fact that oars for 
trans-shipment of coal have been 
available as needed, there has 
seen no consequent race to place 
orders far iu advance of visible 
seeds, and with tho large num- 
ber of mines at work there has 
been too generous au output. 

Conditions have improved 
•lightly this week. Ketail trade 
has increased with every dip of 
the thermometer. The talk of 
sodsible labor difficulties in the 
anthracite fields in the spring 
has had little influence, though 
quotations are fairly stable uow.

Whila in England the count came 
especially under the notice of Em- 
peror William as a result of his work 
In ameliorating the existing bad feel- 
ing against Oermany. He drew up a 
series of lucid and comprehensive dis- 
patchea on the situation. 

After four yeara' aervlce in London 
he waa sent to Cairo. In the German 
diplomatic aervice this post .la re- 
garded aa a atepping stone towards 
advancement. 

Count Ernst von Bernstorff, tha 
founder of the collateral branch of the 
family, also had an American wife. 
He waa married in 1801 to Amerlka 
Rledeael, Baroneaa Zu Bisenbacb, 
who waa born In New York In 1780. 

The naw ambassador to the United 
Statea la a man above middle height, 
of slight figure, and weara a blond 
mustache. Hla knowledge of English 
la well-nigh perfect and he la known 
ta a successful after-dinner speaker 
and to be a witty conversationallat.

New York —Brooklyn had a big day 
recently when the ceremonlea and 
celebration Incident to the unveiling 
of the atately monument to the prison 
ahlp martyra of the revolution took 
place at Fort Green park. Extra ln- 
tereet waa lent to the occasion by the 
presence, among other notables, of W. 
H. Taft, who made hia flrat public 
appearance in New York aa William 
Howard Taft, president-elect of the 
United States. Mr. Taft some months 
ago accepted the Invitation to deliver 
the oration of the day. Among other 
prominent men who took part In the 
ceremonlea were Gov. Charlea E. 
Hughea, Gen. Luke E. Wright, secre- 
tary of war; Mayor McClellan and Gen. 
Horatio 0. King. 

The celebration also was notewor- 
thy from a military viewpoint, as 
there was a parade of aeveral thousand 
man from both the army and navy. 

The parade waa In charge of MaJ. 
Own. Charlea F. Roe. Stephen V. 
White, president of the Prison Ship 
Martyrs Monument association, for- 
mally turned over the monument to 
Gen. Luke E. Wright, representing tbe 
war department. President elect Tatt 
then delivered the oration. 

The dedication ceremonlea mark the 
end and climax of a movement begun 
ten yeara ago by those who deemed 
the sufferings of the American men 
and aoMlera lmpriaoned on the foul 
British prison ships daring the war of 
the revolution In and around New 
York harbor should be commemorated 
fittingly. Popular subscription books 
were opened, but net much headway 
waa made until the war department 

was prevailed upon to appropriate 
1100,000 toward the erection of tbe 
contemplated monument. New York 
state followed with an appropriation 
of $50,000, and the city with $26,000. 
Twenty-five thousand dollars waa 
than raised by popular subscription. 
This laat amount waa collected largely 
by the efforta of Mra. Horatio C. King 
and Mrs SteDhen V. White, to whom 



much credit Is due. The corner stone 
wnsglald two years ago. 

The monument la one of the largest 
and most beautiful of the kind In 
America, being the last design of the 
gifted Stanford White. It la 200 feet 
high, built of Maine granite. It 'in in 
the form of a replica of a column 
from the Parthenon, rising on three 
large atone steps, or terracea, in pyra- 
mid shape. Below the column Is the 
opening to the crypt, in which are in- 
terred such remains of the 12,000 
patriots who perished on board the 
prison ships as could be collected. The 
names of 8,000 of these martyra were 
obtained from the revolutionary rec- 
orda or the war office In England, thla 
being no email part of the labor of the 
association. 

The priaon ships mentioned were 
mostly anchored in Waltabout bay, off 
what la now Wallabout market, during 
the war of the revolution. They were 
old sugar-carrying ships, used in bring- 
ing sugar from the aouth to northern 
points, and were converted Into prison 
ahlpa by the Brltlah. On these old 
bulks the British authorities herded 
thousands of captured American sol 
dlera who refused to take an oath of 
allegiance to England. The majority 
of theae prisoners perished miserably 
and this monument Is erected to com- 
memorate the horrors they endured.

Congressional Notes 



The house Monday passed a bill 
placing an annuel tax of 8100 on all 
dealers In cigarettes and cigarette 
papers in the district of Columbia. 
The measure was offered by Repre- 
sentative Mann, of Illinois, as aa 
amendment to a bill imposing a tax 
of 812 a year on all dealera handling 
manufactured tobacco products.
